The flag of the Netherlands is red, white and blue; just turn the French one, 90 degrees to the left. 

Orange is the Netherlands’ national colour because of the house of Orange, the Dutch royal line. 

The Netherlands is the best country for children to live in (Unicef report). 

Only in The Netherlands, about 94% of people speaks English as a 2™ language. The highest in the world. 
The Netherlands has the highest concentration (per capita) of museums.. 

Amsterdam has 1,281 bridges (more than Venice) and is entirely built on old wooden piles. 

The Netherlands is one of the most densely populated countries in the world.

Amsterdam grew around a 13" century dam in the Amstel river, its most famous and striking feature is its 
canals (grachten), which gave the city the nickname "Venice of the North" and, in 2010, also Unesco 
World Heritage status. 

Keukenhof means "kitchen garden," originally being a castle garden where vegetables and herbs were 
grown for the kitchen. It was turned into a more formal garden in the 1850s, and by 1949 into the now- 
famous annual flower show.

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Obituary - Pieter Leeflang 


M= 26 November 2023 was a sad day for the Dutch Community and beyond. That day 
was the funeral of esteemed and beloved Pieter Leeflang. 

The reception room of the funeral parlour was crowded with those who, over the years, had been 
touched by Piet’s personality, his humbling humanity, his organisational ability, his insight and 
knowledge, and most of all his enthusiasm and never-ending energy in living. 

Joke, Pieter’s widow, welcomed each guest who arrived and shared a word with everyone. So 
many people came to pay their last respects, yet the gathering felt intimate. The overall feeling, 
next to the heavy sadness of having lost a great man, was the utter disbelief of his sudden passing, 
a world without Pieter. 


The ceremony was a perfect tribute to Pieter and many of us learned more about this incredible 
man when we listened to Pieter and Joke’s son Anthony who delivered a beautiful, extensive and 
amusing obituary of his and his sister Vera’s father. 

John Zwartkruis, current President of the Dutch Club, spoke comprehensively about Pieter’ s 
initiatives, energy and timeless efforts to found Dutch Society Neerlandia WA and to keep it 
running. His last position within the Club was of course that of Editor, a position he had held since 
1996. 

In both obituaries it became obvious how Pieter, through his married life, could count on the loyal 
and strong support of Joke whose work behind the scenes was not always noticed but very present. 
What followed was a slide show, an incredible collection of Pieter and Joke’s lives; the variety, 
the excitement, the joy they shared over the years since getting married in 1959. Soft giggles were 
heard when photos appeared of Pieter with “Elvis” hair or Joke holding an Orangutan as if it was 
their third child. 

When the guests at the funeral were invited to place a twig of rosemary on Pieter’s coffin, it soon 
appeared how many people had turned up to pay their last respect to a remarkable man. 

After the warm and intimate service, guests were invited to join the family for a wake at the Rhein 
Donau Club. This was a perfect opportunity for everyone to exchange a few personal words with 
both Joke, Anthony, Vera and Leeflang family. 

The atmosphere was respectfully relaxed; a gathering that Pieter would have enjoyed. 

Life goes on, the saying goes and 
it does, of course it does. Yet, life without Pieter Leeflang is something that those who knew him 
have to get used to and that will take a while.

This February the Rhein Donau Club in Myaree is celebrating Carnaval on the weekend of 


Saturday the 17" and Sunday the 18" February, with the Sunday event being a special Kids 
Carnaval. As members of the Neerlandia Dutch Club we have all been invited to join in the 
festivities. 


What is Carnaval? 


Carnaval is traditionally a pagan festival linked to the Catholic Church and it is to mark the start of lent for 
Catholics. To celebrate the festival in the Netherlands, itis generally the Southern parts of the country, being 
more Catholic that have bigger celebrations. Carnaval can also be regarded as a rite of passage from darkness 
to light, from winter to summer: a fertility celebration, the first spring festival of the new year. The first day of 
Carnaval is six weeks before Easter Sunday. 


In Germany Karneval (Carnaval) is a very old tradition which was originally celebrated to scare away winter spirits. 
After many months of frost, the people were tired of winter. To spook the winter spirits, people wore scary masks, 
sang and danced in the streets to welcome spring...

“It is that time of year again. The time of year vien A AF shops close, roads are closed off and when it 
is perfectly acceptable socially for grown men to get into the train dressed in bear and rabbit costumes. 


The Dutch have a saying: ‘Doe maar normaal, dan ben je al gek genoeg,’ meaning be normal as you are crazy 
enough. However, this saying does not count during carnival season. Get ready for a lot of craziness! 


The celebrations often involve a procession through the city and people dressed up in their silliest costumes. 
During carnaval there is a (fake) mayor elected for the town and he or she is often part of the procession through 
the city. Towns often get a different name during carnaval. Forexample, Eindhoven is known as Lampegat during 
this period, which can be quite confusing for people who are not aware of this transformation. 


The Carnaval weekend is really about everyone getting together and having fun. The music and different 
beverages add to the festive mood and it is really one of the highlights of the year for people living in the South of 
the Netherlands. Many people look forward to the Carnaval parties all year long.”

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Thorn a women's stronghold 


History 


F irst, the region of Thorn was a swamp nearby the Roman road between Maastricht and Nijmegen. But 

the region had been drained and around 975, Bishop Ansfried of Utrecht founded a Benedictine 

nunnery. This monastery developed since the 12th century into a secular stift or convent. The principal of 

the stift was the woman who is the head of an abbey (abbess). She was assisted by a chapter of at most 
twenty ladies of the highest nobility. 


Previously the abbess and the chapter were 
endowed with religious tasks but, since the 12th 
century, they served secular matters and formed 
the government of a truly sovereign miniature 
principality, the smallest independent state in the 
German Holy Roman Empire, approximately 250 
1 x 250 metres. Besides Thorn, Ittervoort, 
|. uu w k Grathem, Baexem, Stramproy, Ell, Haler and 
Molenbeersel belonged to this principality. The 
French invasion by Napoleon eventually put an 
end to this female rule and historical girl power. 
The formal abolition in 1797 made an end to the 
existence of the abbess and the other 
noblewomen of the monastery fled their mini- 
state when the French took over. A tax was 
introduced based on the number and size of the windows of the houses, the poor population decided to 
brick up their windows. The houses were painted white to hide these unsightly patches in the walls - also 
dramatically called ‘scars of poverty’ - creating the white hidden gem in Limburg we can still visit today. 


A women's stronghold 


The white town of Thorn is located in the heart of the 
province of Limburg. It is known for its characteristic white- 
painted buildings and narrow streets that date back to various 
eras of Dutch history. The history of Thorn is rich and 
fascinating, spanning more than a thousand years. Thorn was 
an independent state for more than eight hundred years, where 
postmistresses led by a royal abbess ruled. Ever since the 
founding of the post, it has been clear that women played a 
major role, were their own bosses and did not allow 
themselves to be overruled by others. 


Chapel under the Lindens 


A little outside the centre of Thorn is the Chapel under the 
Lindens (Kapel onder de Linden). In 1673, Clara Elisabeth, 
Countess of Manderscheidt Blankenheim, canoness of Thorn 
State Abbey, had the chapel built just outside Thorn as a devotion 
to Mary. The chapel can still be visited today, 
more than 350 years later. The Chapel under 
the Lindens is open daily for prayer, lighting 
a candle or to take a break. 


Thorn was first part of the department of 
Meuse-Inférieure, and after the Vienne Congress of 1814 -1815, when the Netherlands 
and the Southern Netherlands (approximately modern-day Belgium) became a united 
monarchy, the United Kingdom of the Netherlands, with the House of Orange-Nassau 
providing the king. > 
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Thorn ‘the white town’ 


Life Style 


Enjoy the Burgundian life in the charming town of Thorn, in the municipal Maasgouw. After work, have a 
bite to eat at one of the cozy restaurants. Or just have a drink on a terrace. The almost 2,500 residents of 
Thorn are very proud of their white town. 

The unique past clearly leaves its mark in the lovely streets of Maas cobblestones and the characteristic 
houses. Thorn also has a rich club life, has its own primary school and shops for daily shopping.

You don't have to go far to refuel in nature. Thorn, for example, borders De Grote Hegge, one of the 
largest fresh water lakes in Northern Europe. You can dive and swim here. There is also a bicycle bridge 
through the nature reserve. 

The unique past has left its mark on the spatial character of Thorn. The historic center has 105 national 
monuments. Many 17" and 18" century buildings are located around the Abbey Church and give Thorn an 
urban character. The monumental, urban allure motivated the then Ministers of Culture, Recreation and 
Social Work in 1973 to designate the historic core as a “protected cityscape".
